- Obviously the problem of. storm 
Water is much greater than the 
Metropolitan Sewer District had an- 
ticipated at the time of its forma- 
tion. The point which is being over- 
Posie by the people is that the 

oblem is the community's and not 
the Sewer District's. 


It is unfair to assume that the 
Sewer District could cope with a 
condition identified by the govern- 
Ment as a disaster. No one criticized 
Because the county police had to call 
on the National Guard and the Coast 
Guard to help them. Welfare agen- 
cies were able to lean on the Red 
Cross and other disaster agencies. 


Even these have been appealing 
for extra funds becatise of the un- 
precedented flash-flooding conditions 
that have occurred not only in our 
area but in Kansas and Michigan. 

The Sewer District had no one to 
help them. They obviously could not 
be everywhere at the same time. 
The compelling reasons of health 
and safety that created the district 
take on increasing importance to 
make certain that losses are mini- 
mized in future rains and the health 
of the community protected by ad- 
equate sanitary sewers.

Not in the Constitution 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Your editorial on “Two Kinds of 
Contempt” is misleading in so far as 
it conveys the impression that the 
Federal Constitution guarantees jury 
trial in criminal contempt proceed- 
ings. 

That the jury trial guaranties of 
that Constitution are not applicable 
to criminal contempts has frequently 
been asserted and recognized by both 
state and federal courts of last re- 
sort. In short, jury trial of criminal 
contempt charges is not a require- 
ment of procedural due process with- 
in the meaning of the Fifth and 
Fourteenth amendments of the Fed- 
eral Constitution. Nor is it the equiv- 
alent, “the law of the land,” within 
the meaning of many state consti- 
tutions. 

Only by virtue of express legis- 
lation, and not for any constitutional 
reason, are lower federal courts re- 
quired to accord jury trial te per- 
gons accused of criminal contempt. 
And this requirement does not apply 
to all criminal contempts; it 
only to “constructive” con- 
tempts, so called when the alleged 
contemptuous act is committed ‘as 
in the Kasper case) beyond the con- 
fines of the physical presence of a 
judge sitting in open court. ss 

Even in federal courts, “direct 
criminal contempts, so called when 
committed in the face of the judge, 
remain triable = punishable by a 

udge without jury.

Hunger in the Land 


The inching up of the cost of living may have 
made some Americans less inclined to boast that 
“we never had it so good,” but in general they 
are well fed, well clothed, well housed. In gen 
eral—for there are roughly 6,000,000 persons on 
relief. (And all the needy are not on the public 
assistance rolls.) These people go to bed hungry 
despite all the food in Government warehouses. 
Why? $s 

That is the question which Representative 
Leonor Sullivan of St. Louis has been asking-in 
Congress more and more insistently since she 
first proposed her food-stamp plan in 1954, This 
has again been side-tracked in the House, This 
time she offered it as an amendment to the bill 
which authorizes the distribution of surplus food 
abroad, and it was narrowly rejected as irrele- 
vant. Now she has carried her appeal to the 
Senate Committee on Agriculture, asking: 


Perhaps I should not be emotional about 
this. But I just cannot help being heartsick 
over the contrast between the food we have 
and can grow and the hunger we have in our 
midst—all these hungry people. I mean 
hungry; I don’t mean going without sirloin 
steak and fresh oranges; I mean hungry. 
Just try to feed even one person, and per 
rent, and keep body and soul together on $5 
a month! We have misery and poverty and 
hunger, and mountains of spoiling food. 
Why can’t we get this food to those we know 
need it? 


Mrs. Sullivan knows, of course, that some sur- 
plus food is being distributed to needy Ameri- 
cans by the Department of Agriculture. But 
she also knows that this is being done on such 
an unsatisfactory basis that only 10,366 Mis- 
sourians have received an occasional sack of 
flour or beans even though 232,909 Missourians 
are on the public aid rolls. She knows that no 
surplus food has been sent to Arizona, Delaware, 
Florida, Georgia, Hawaii, Idaho, Montana, Ore- 
gon, North Carolina, the Virgin Islands, Wash- 
ington and the District of Columbia. She knows, 
too, that Pennsylvania, which has taken more 
of this food than any other state, is planning 
to refuse more of it as too expensive. 

The chief objection has been to the Depart- 
ment’s demand that the receiving states—or 
their relief agencies—accept shipments and then 
pay the storage charges until the food is dis- 
tributed. As part of her food-stamp plan, Mrs. 
Sullivan would have the Department pay these 
charges at the distribution points, instead of 
only at the points of origin as it must do under 
the present law. | 

This would mean some increase in storage and 
shipping costs. There also would have to be 
more processing and packaging since wheat, for 
example, could be distributed only in the form 
of flour. It is hard to say how much more ex- 
pensive this would be than the food surplus 
program to which the Government now is com- 
mitted. But granting that food stamps would 
cost more, is it truly more economical to let food 
spoil than to pay the cost of getting it to the 
hungry? 

Why, then, is the plan not given at least a 
trial? Will the Senate force the House to take 
a second look at a sensible suggestion for reduc- 
ing the hunger in our land? 
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Boosts for the Charter Vote 

The weekend brought two excellent pieces of 
news with respect to the campaign for the 
adoption of the new City Charter. 

First, more than 500 residents of St. Louis 
registered Saturdey, the last day of registrations, 
to bring the number of new registrants in the 
last week to more than 1800. This means that 
more than 354,500 voters will be eligible to go 
to the polls in the crucial balloting that will 
take place Aug. 6. 

Second, the board of directors of the Chamber 
of Commerce of Metropolitan St. Louis unani- 
mously indersed the proposed Charter and rec- 
ommended that the people of this city adopt 
it at the polis, 

Former Mayor Kaufmann, speaking as presi- 
dent of the Chamber of Commerce, calls atten- 
tion to a long-standing deficiency of the present 
Charter whereby traffic control became a re- 
sponsibility of the Board of Aldermen. As Mr. 
Kaufmann points out, traffic control is a matter 
for specialists in highway management and 
safety. The new Charter, while giving the Al- 
dermensi a veto power over traffic regulations 
after. a fair period of trial, would permit them 
to be initiated by the experts. That is the 
sound way to balance technical needs and demo- 
cratic control. 

An equally good sign is the way Democratic 
and Republican ward organizations are begin- 
ning to indorse the Charter. May these come 
in rapid suceession in the next two weeks as 
evidence that both parties in St. Louis recog- 
nize what is good for their city.

There are a number of reasons why life in 
the peacetime Army sometimes is rough.

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A Challenge to Timidity 


St. Louis has a potential industrial advantage 


greater than it bargained for in the Columbia - 


Bottoms site. Properly developed, the site will 
more than answer the complaint that industry is 
leaving this area. It will create 60,000 to 90,000 
jobs. 

That is the meaning of a new engineering re- 
pert to the Bi-State Development Agency by 
De Leuw, Cather and Co. of Chicago. The re- 
port is a response to the two-year-old campaign 
of the Metropolitan Chamber of Commerce to 
develop Columbia Bottoms as an industrial park. 
But even the Chamber could not foresee the 
prospect offered in this report. 


The prospect is this: 1000 acres for heavy in 


' dustry, 2000 for light ifidustry, 650 for roads, 


railroads, docks, utilities, and an administration, 
police and fire and uther service buildings. The 
entire Bottoms between the Mississippi and Mis- 
souri rivers north of St. Louis would be set off 
by a landscaped “green belt” between the indus- 
tries and residences on the bluffs. 

This park would be reached by a four-lane 
highway along Columbia Bottom road, and by 
railroad tracks from the water works area. 
There would be a heliport, and possibly a hotel. 
The whole area would be zoned for most effi- 
cient use and would be landscaped throughout. 

Eight miles of levee 13 to 16 feet above the 
record flood height would protect the area. This 
levee would require two years for construction. 
And the first industrial plants could begin oper- 
ation within two years after that. Complete de- 
velopment of the park would require ten years. 

The report suggests developing the city-owned 
tract by stages, with the first stage involving 
2000 acres. The engineers estimate that an 
$18,500,000 revenue bond issue would be neces- 
sary for the Bi-State Agency to acquire the land 
from the city and to construct the necessary 
levees, rail lines, roads, drainage, sewers, and 
buildings. 

In order to meet the cost of the bonds, and to 
keep interest rates within reason, the report 
suggests that 1500 of the 2000 first-stage acreage 
be placed under firm, long-term lease to respon- 
sible industries before the bonds were issued. 
After that, a rental of $1000 per acre per year 
is proposed, which would cover utility services 
and freedom from land taxes. These financing 
proposals are tentative. 

A timid approach to this report would empha- 
size the projected 18 millions in cost and the 
difficulty of getting firm commitments from in- 
dustry to us@ 1500 acres of Bottoms land. But 
there are two answers to timidity. 

One is that 18 millions is not excessive to as- 
sure the continued economic growth of St. 
Louis. The other is that advantages offered 
new industry are such that the invitation to 
Columbia Bottoms ought to be generously 
accepted. 

In any case timidity is no answer to economic 
stagnation. The Chamber of Commerce knew 
that when it began its campaign for an indus- 
trial park, and the new report makes the fact 
clear. The possibility of creating new industries 
and new employment comparable by itself to 
that of. Dallas or Atlanta is enough to justify 
every effort to develop an industrial park. 

Columbia Bottoms can-become an industrial 
center for the entire Midwest and Southwest, if 
St. Louis puts timidity aside. 
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Neckwear Economics 

It struek us the other day that we had not 
heard for a long time the term “white-collar 
worker,” once the badge of a clean-handed elite. 
Could this be because the collar—that is, the 
independent, fully detached collar whether of 
“starched linén or celluloid—is by now a Smith- 
Sonian item, or because the shirt-makers have 
succeeded in persuading us that “it's correct to 
wear white only after dark”? ; 

By now, however, we know that Prof. Robert 
K. Burns of the University of Chicago has a 
much less subtle and much more convincing ex- 
planation: “white-collar” pay is not what it used 
to be. Back in 1860 a “white-collar” man drew 
an average annual salary of $860 while a wage 
earner got but $457. By 1928, just before the 
Depression, the figures were $2398 and $1372. 
But by 1943 the salaried workers were out in 
front with $45 a week against $43 for the white- 
collars. By the time the Korean war flared up, 
they were getting $69.24 and $66.63 respectively. 
In other words, the white collar was wilting. 

All this has been the fault of education. Even 
with @ sharp increase in the demand for white 
collar workers, the competition for those jobs 
has grown stiffer because more Americans are 
qualified for them. The man who took up a 
lunch-box instead of going to high school seems 
to be tn the cat-bird seat. 

One could do quite a bit of ruminating about 
this were it not for automation. The automatic 
bookkeeping machine now has a new cousin in 
the automatic automobile-building machine. May- 
be all of us can go fishing—an honorable pursuit 
which is not concerned at all about collars. 
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Watering Down Civil Rights 

Why water down a civil rights bill to please 
Southern opponents who will not support it in 
any form whatever? Senators Douglas of IIli- 
nois and Javits of New York are right when 
they raise this question about the growing 
movement to eliminate section 3 of the House 
bill, which authorizes the Government to seek 
civil injunctions to protect equal rights other 
than the right to vote. 

Southerners object that section 3 would per- 
mit action in support of the Supreme Court 
ruling against school segregation, and so it 
would. But is there any good reason why the 
right to equal opportunity in education should

School desegregation is essential part of the improvement 
needed, sociologist writes; steps in this direction are inevitable 
corollaries of social, ecoriomic change in region; moderation 
and reason are needed to conserve ‘civilizing’ values in South.

Many Southerners, and no doubt 
Northerners also, seem to believe the 
school desegregation decisions of May 
17, 1954 were unpredictable actions of a 
Supreme Court suddenly 
the Lord or by the devil. The fact is 
the entire legal process in which the 
historic decisions were made and which 
continues is nothing more than the 
inevitable corollary of an underlying 
social process that has been going on 
for at least 30 years in the South, and 
for much longer elsewhere. 


This process we may call “the civili- 
zation process.” In itself it is neither 
good nor bad, progress nor regress. 

Like other sociologists who have ob- 
served what they also called the civili- 
zation process, we refer to man’s in- 
creasing control over his physical and 
social environments by means of a 
growing rational-scientifie understand- 
ing. In the South the profound changes 
in soctal-economic relations, in commu- 
nity organization, in the structures of 
class and race, and in matters of belief 
can be accounted for as the correlates 
of the civilization process. 


A New Kind of Karmer 


In the social relations of the economy, 
the South has today a new kind of 
farmer and share-cropper, white and 
Negro. Instead of being continuously 
in debt to the credit merchant or the 
plantation store, he rents from the 
finance company a $3500 automobile, 
a TV set, and a variety of kitchen and 
farm appliances his father never imag- 
ined. Out of cash, the county welfare 
will take him on, or he can seek work 
in a nearby plant. He and his family 
are consumers in the new mass market 
in which newness is of the essence; and 
traditions, even in race, tend te go by 
the boards more rapidly than ever be- 
fore, though not rapidly enough for 
those who feel their pinch or drag. 

We also see a new kind of Negro and 
white working man in the city. This 
new city-worker has altered both the 
class structure of the Southern city 
and the beliefs of the urban upper 
classes. He not only joins labor unions, 
but he is in the market, often 
time-payment basis, for practically all 
kinds of goods and services which the 
middle class has to offer, including the 
services of doctors and lawyers.

IMMEDIATELY ON ARRIVAL, the _ well-instructed 
children spread out over the fields like terriers and came 
back with towering armloads of ‘field flowers. Meanwhile, 
the farm women had laid out the cakes on trestle tables. 
Aft-these festivals, cake comes first, and only afterward 
eéme sandwiches and sausages and a dozen kinds of 
cheeses to fill in the creases) 

While this was going on, we men had man’s work to 
do. We stripped small branches from oak and pine and 
fir and bound them with cord to our waiting cross, This 
proved a dry and dusty business, The weighted pockets 
of the farmers disgorged bottles of akavit to take care 
of this situation—not the pole-axe variety, but delicately 
flavored with herbs and carrying its weapons well con- 
cealed. We drank a number of toasts in a language I 
seemed to understand as the party continued. The women 
did not join in these libations, in fact took no stimulant 
at all unless you consider coffee and cake stimulants. 
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WHEN THE CROSS was clothed with green branches, 
the wreath-making competition took place. Everyone made 
a wreath, weaving wild flowers in intricate patterns, ar- 
ranging reds and blues and whites to the best advantage. 
We men found this a pretty dusty operation, also, and 
did something about it. Then we judged thé wreaths, and 
a shy-faced little boy won by acclaim and received what 
amounted to a dollar, as well as the honor of having his 
wreath placed on the center of the cross. Second and 
third winners made the ends of the arms, and the rest 
found places on the staff. 

Then we raised the Summer Pole, a symbol of the 
summer solstice, Then we sang and danced‘ around the 
pole—old men and old wives, farm women, young girls and 
children down to toddlers, we all joined hands and danced 
and sang songs, some of them as ancient as the Summer 
Pole itself. 

We stopped and ate and drank, and went back to 
dancing. Along about 11 o'clock, when the sun was near 
the horizon, I did a dance called “The Frog” with such 
beauty and grace as to draw applause and cause me to be 
made an honorary frog on the spot.

. Agent Describes Daring Escape From Turkish Gang With 110 Pounds of Heroin 


MOUNTAINTOP LABORATORY.

This is the second of three 
articles detailing the adventures 
of a young agent of the United 
States Narcotics Bureau whose 
undercover work led to the 
smashing of an international 
dope-smuggling empire. 


HEN we left the darkness 

and entered the big stone 

house of Mounib El Ghou- 
rayeb on the outskirts of Beirut, 
Lebanon, I blinked my eyes— 
first because of the sudden 
brightness and then in astonish- 
ment at the exquisite taste with 
which this home of the heroin 
merchant was furnished. 

Rich tapestries hung on the 
walls of the main room. Thick, 
brilliant carpeting covered the 
floors.

into the study, where shelves of 
books lined the walls. I wanted 
to look th h the books, to 
learn the ta in literature of 
this educated man who, had 
stooped to dealing in the oe 
most vile merchandise. ° 

But I refrained, knowing that 
thumbing through literary works 
would not fit my role of “Nasib 
Hamel, Arabian-born Chicago 
gangster.” 

Besides, there was 
pressing business. 

I still had to get from Mounib 
the five kilos of heroin for 
which I had agreed to pay him 
$10,000. And then I had to make 
certain that Mounib and his 
henchmen were grabbed by the 
Lebanese police who lurked in 
the bushes outside the house. 

Mounib left the room, re- 
turned with two glass jars filled 
with a white substance. 

“I have only two kilos for 
you now,” he said in the 
haughty manner he had adopted 
toward me.

The evidence would not hold up 
in the Lebanese courts. Their 
officers would have to witness 
the sale. 

“How do I know I will ever 
reach the street safely if I buy 
now?” I argued. “Your men 
could easily rob me of both my 
money and the heroin.” 

“Get out!” Mounib ordered. 
“You're nothing but a filthy 
gangster. I should have known 
better than to trust you in the 
first place.” 

“I can’t get out. I don’t know 
the way,” I argued. 

“T’ll show you the way to the 
street and then be off. Our 
business dealings are through.” 

He took my arm, led me into 
the courtyard. At the gap in 
the wall I spotted the police 
captain waiting in the shadows. 
Turning to Mounib I apologized 
profusely for having lost my 
temper inside. Of course, I 
wanted the heroin, I told him. 
I added that I hoped it would 
be the beginning of a long and 
profitable association. 

‘Together we returned to his 
house. There I counted out 
$3000. I promised to give him 
the remaining $1000 as soon 
as he escorted me safely to the 
street.

Turkey. I flew to Istanbul in 
June of 1955. In my pocket I

HE streets of Izmir are

Roads to the outskirts are 
almost impassable. Ten miles 
from Izmir, strange wild people 
live in the mountains. These 
people heed no laws other than 
their tribal customs. '

night, sometimes in the day, I 
thought of my home in Cleve- 
land, my family, my old class- 
mates at Western Reserve uni- 
versity. All those seemed far 
away. Or was I ever there? Or 
did those people ever live?

He takes»the club ace 
and now he dges not play the 
ace-king ‘of Hearts, for a de- 
fender may ruff and lead a 
spade. This leaves declarer 
with three losing hearts and 
only two possible ruffs in dum- 
my—down one. The winning 
play is for declarer to play the 
ace and a low heart. Now with 
a trump return he can ruff his 
two remaining small hearts with 
dummy’s two remaining trumps.

2. Declarer does not draw 
trumps, hoping for a 3-3 spade 
split. Instead, he plays two 
rounds of trumps; then leads 
out his three top spades. If the 
suit breaks 3-3, he draws the 
last trump and claims the rest.

Good Ventilation 
Even if both windows of a 
room are on the same wall, it's 
possible to get good ventilation 
with the use of an electric fan.
